The producers of the 
show are the men of the 
0-1 Branch, Flight Train- 
ing Division, Department 
of Advanced Fixed Wing 
Training, and under their 
guidance student pilots in 
0-1 “Bird Dogs’’ undergo 
one of the most important 
phases of their training; 
barrier takeoffs and land- 
ings, 

As the smallest aircraft 
in the Army’s fixed wi ing 
inventory, the ‘‘Bird Dog’”’ 
is often responsible for 
setting down in confined 
areas which would be in- 
accessible to a larger air- 
craft, 

Consequently, barrier 
takeoffs and landings in 
topographically restricted 


important training the 
students receive, 

Students spend two weeks 
becoming acquainted with 
the *‘Bird Dog,’’ twoweeks 
practicing landings and 
takeoffs over an artificial 
barrier, and two weeks 
performing landings and 
takeoffs inunimproved air- 
strips, 

The transition from one 
training exercise to the 
next may seem a bit rapid, 
but the students have re- 
ceived a sound background 
in flight training before 
they enter the 0-1 phase, 
Fourteen weeks of instruc- 
tion in the T-41 “Mesca- 
lero’’ at Ft, Stewart, G., 
and eight weeks inthe T-42 
“Baron’’ at Ft, Rucker 
have given them athorough 
command of an aircraft 
and prepared them for up- 
coming maneuvers in the 
“Bird Dog.”

high poles, The students 
attempts to set up his glide 
path so that he will clear 
the flags and land short of 
two conical pylons placed 
on the side of the runway, 
The distance between the 
barrier and the pylons - 
the imaginary ‘“‘end’’ of 
the runway - can vary be- 
tween 150 and 300 feet de- 
pending on wind direction 
and velocity, temperature, 
and density altitude, 

The merit of the artif- 
cial barrier is that it al- 
lows the student to confront 
a problem without suffering 
damage should he fail, And 
errors of judgment are less 
costly when the object in- 
curred is a rope rather 
than a tree, 

Maximum performance 
takeoffs are also taught 
through the use of the arti- 
ficial barrier, To increase 
lift on the aircraft, the 
flags are lowered 20 de- 
grees, thereby, enabling 
the aircraft to climb to a 
given height over a shorter 
distance,

It is a sad fact of life that 
within the next 10 years one 
in every 10 men and one in 20 
women between the ages of 30 
and 60 can expect to develop 
coronary heart disease and one 
in three can expect death, 

If you are a heavy cigaret 
smoker you are more than doub- 
ling this high risk, and the ate 
tack when it comes is more 
likely to be a fatal one, 

Much progress has been made 
in safeguarding the life of heart 
attack victims who reach the 
hospital alive, but fully 65 per- 
cent of the deaths occuring in 
the course of an attack are sud- 
den and unexpected--the entire 
course of the illness from onsei 
to death lasting only sev- 
eral minutes, Thus, the maj- 
ority of deaths of coronary 
victims occurs outside the hos- 
pital before expert medical at- 
tention is at hand, 

The other side of the coir 
is that it is not uncommon for 
a person to have a heart at- 
tack without even being aware 
of it; one in five attacks ts 
either silent or so atypical 
that neither the victim nor his 
physician will even consider 
the possibility, 

Control unhealthy habits, The 
only way to deal with this lethal, 


Sneaky disease is to prevent it 
by avoiding those things that 
predispose and contribute to its 
occurrence while we are still 
free of any symptoms, In this 
disease, the very first symp- 
tom may also be the very last! 

There is mounting evidence 
that certain of our living hab- 
its increase the chance of a 
coronary attack, Among them 
are cigaret smoking, a too- 
rich diet, and lack of physical 
activity at work and during lei- 
Sure, Of those adverse habits, 
the cigaret habit is in theory 
the most easily controlled con- 
tributor to lethal heart attacks, 
It is quite evident that most 
adults under 60 enjoy smoking 
cigarets, In Framingham, 
Massachusetts, 70 percent of 
men and 40 percent of women 
were found to indulge in this 
pernicious habit, In addition, 
every year youngsters take up 
the habit at an earlier age, 
and women always striving for 
equality with men are more 
and more taking up the habit, 

Those who continue to smoke 
cigarets either will not or can- 
not face the fact that the price 
is prohibitively high, although 
the Heart Association, the Can- 
cer Society, and various other 
voluntary and governmental ag-

certain terms that the cigaret 
habit is hazardous to health 
and will shorten life. There 
are roally no serious doubts 
that the cigaret habit makes a 
potent contribution to the occ- 
urrence of fatal heart attacks, 

Every smoke increases risk, 
The cigaret smoker’s risk of 
heart attack is increased day 
by day with each cigaret smok~ 
ed, Yet the risk of an attack 
is not related to how long one 
has smoked, even in heavy 
Smokers, Consequently, there 
is much to be gained by giving 
up the habig no matter how 
long you have _ previously 
indulged in it, Studies have 
shown that those who stop smo- 
king, promptly revert to 
the same low risk as those who 
never smoked, 

While the cigaret habit trig- 
gers lethal coronary attacks, 
particularly in those with silent 
coronary atheroscherosis, or 
hardening of the arteries (which 
most of us have), cigar and 
pipe smokers do not share to 
the same extent the high risk 
of the cigaret smoker, This 
provides an alternative for 
those who are unable to give 
up the tobacco habit entirely. 

While the harmful consequ- 
ences of the cigaret habit in 
relation to coronary attacks are 
mere pronounced in some 
persons than others, it has not 
been possible to delineate with 
certainty those who are immune 
to its effects, 

Nicotine stimulates adren- 
alin, The nicotine absorbed in 
smoking a cigaret stimulates 
the release of adrenalin-like 
substances, The heavy smoker 
of cigarets is thus giving him- 
self the equivalent of 20 shots 
or more of adrenalin each day 
so it is not surprising that 
this has been causing lethal 
heart attacks because adrenalin 
raises the blood pressure. Af- 


ter smoking, the heart beats 


more quickly, sometimes as 
many as 21 beats more per 
minute, 


Most of us must consider our- 
selves potential candidates for 
a heart attack. One of the

Burning Forest

Management 


When planned and properly 
used, prescribed burning is 
one of the best forest 
management tools, says Ex- 
tension Forester Larkin 
Wade, And now is a gooc 
time to burn most forest 
areas, 

Wade adds that prescribed 
burning means that burning 
is done for a specific purpose 
and it’s done with care, 

A good burn will reduce 
the hazards of wildfire. It 
will provide a better habitat 
for game birds and animals, 
and it can be used to control 
undesirable hardwoods in 
pine areas, 

In forest areas where 
hardwoods are small, Wade 
recommends burning in the 
winter for best results, But, 
large hardwoods -- those two 
to six inches in diameter-- 
are best controlled when 
burned during the summer, 

Wade emphasizes that any 
fire can be dangerous if not 
planned and used properly. 


Farm Payments Will Be 
Made In Mid-Summer 


Secretary of Agriculture 
Clifford M, Hardin said 
final payments to farm 
program participants in 
1970 will be made as soon 
as possible after July 1, 
according to aU.S, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture an- 
nouncement received by 
Roy L, Ellis, Chairman of 
the Coffee County Agricul- 
ture Stabilization and Con- 
servation (ASC) Commit- 
tee, Payments are expected 
to be completed as muchas 
two months earlier than in 
previous years. 

ASC Committee Chair- 
man Roy L, Ellis said the 
speed-up in payments is in 
recognition of vie extreme 
financing problem faced by 
farmers and is very wel- 
come news. He predicted 
that most of the1970-crop- 
payments -- about $3.3 bil- 
lion nationally -- will be 
made to farmers in July 
or August, 

“Last year in Coffee 
County, feed grain, wheat 
and cotton payments were 
not completed until Novem- 
ber, This change will make 
a difference,’ he said. 

The speed-up applies to 
all payments to partici- 
pants in the voluntary farm 
programs -- feed grainand 
cotton price support, wheat 
marketing certificates, and 
payments for voluntary di- 
version of feed grain and 
wheat, 

The USDA announcement 
stated that arrangements 
are being made to accel- 
erate preparatory work in 
order to issue approxi- 
mately four million sight 
drafts to producers as rap- 
idly as possible, It said 
the early payment opera- 
tion will be consistent with 
good program administra- 
tion and will be subject to 
appropriate congressional 
funding action, 

Mr, Ellis pointed out that

the early payment opera- 
tion will also depend on 
producers certifying com- 
pliance with program 
Provisions somewhat 
earlier than in the past, 
“I’m sure we will have 
good cooperation from Cof- 
fee county producers in 
this,’’ he said, 

He asked that farm 
program participants be 
reminded that they can re- 
quest measurement ser- 
vice when they sign up for 
the voluntary feed grain, 
wheat andcotton programs, 
Sign-up period is February 
2 through March 20 at the 
County ASCS Office. Mea- 
surement service is pro- 
vided at cost, 

Mr, Ellis pointed out that 
farmers whoare inthe pro- 
grams must certify the 
exact acreage they have 
planted to the program 
crops andthe exact acreage 
diverted, “Certification 
means that a farmer has 
complied with the program 
provisions -- not that he 
intends to comply. Whenhe 
certifies, that means his 
acreage on that day is ex- 
actly what he certifies it 
is,” 

“For some farmers, 
early certification may 
mean they will have to 
move some of their work 
up a little ahead of what 


they planned,’’ he said, 
The big news at the mo- 

ment he said, is that final 

farm program payments 


reach farmers during July 
and August. 


Grain Producers Urged 
To Sign Up Early 


Coffee County feed grain, 
wheat and cotton producers 
were urged to sign up early 
during the 1970 farm pro- 
gram sign - up period -- 
February 2 through March 
20 -- at the County Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service 
(ASCS) Office. 

County ASC Committee 
Chairman Roy L, Ellis said 
farmers may avoid stand- 
ing in line if they come in 
early during the 7 week 
period, ‘‘We always seem 
to get a last-minute rush 
even though we try to get 
the word out well in ad- 
vance about the sign-up 
period,’’ he said. 

Farm programs for feed 
grain, wheat and cotton 
producers are voluntary, 
and farmers must indicate 
their intentions to partici-
